With surveyors along Route 6 
making preparations for the post­ 
war rebuilding of tile route, which 
is one of the m ost important in 
the state much discussion of the 
proposed route is rife. From all 
Indications the route when rebuilt 
will be one of the finest in the 
land and four lane width in most 
of its length. Surveyors have been 
running lines for the route east 
of Warren and the new route will 
be straight and almost free of 
curves. 
W est of the city the proposed 
route will be to the south of the 
railroads between Warren and Ir­ 
vine and according to plan will 
run along the river for most of 
the distance. Leaving the present 
route just w est of the overhead at 
Irvine it would keep to the south 
both the Pennsylvania and New 
York central lines until it reach­ 
es 
Warren. 
This 
will 
probably 
cause the moving of the railroads 
further into the hill at several 
points wrhere space between the 
river and the rail lines in narrow. 
The change would add much to 
tile safety of the route and would 
also make it more attractive as 
the scenic vistas along the river 
would be opened to the view of 
the drivers. The task of building 
the new road would net be so 
great as first thought would in­ 
dicate and it would mark a vast 
change in the whole route be­ 
tween Warren and Irvine. 
Post-war construction in m e vic­ 
inity of Warren wall undoubtedly 
afford plenty of labor as reports 
are to the effect that condemnat­ 
ion of lands for the proposed Kin- 
zua dam is also under way. The 
dam has been authorized by Con­ 
gress but no appreciation has as 
yet been made for its construct­ 
ion. It is on the post-war con­ 
struction program along with oth­ 
er features of the Mississippi river 
and tributaries flood control set­ 
up.
